Death whenever it 
comes and attacks Men, it is by Divine Permiſſion from 
Almighty Gop. Death is ſometimes repreſented as a 
Perſon coming up at our Windows, and into our 
Palaces and Houſes, like a Bailiff to arreſt Men. And 
at other Times, as one on Horſeback having warlike Arms, 
and ſo inveſted with Power to kill Men, and to afflict 
them with various Kinds of judgments; fee Jer. ix. 
21. Ezek. xiv. 321. Rev. vi. 8. But whatever be the 
Means of Death to Men, whether ordinary or extraor- 
dinary, and though theſe be brought on by Man him- 
ſelf, yet they are all ſovereignly ordered by the Divine 
Providence of Gon; and — all under his 
Guidance and Direction. Every Diforder, , Diſeaſe, 
and Sickneſs, are as Inftruments'under Him to execate | 
ſome Part of his Divine Government, And hence it is 
that Death is ſo often ſpoken of as his immediate Act; 
and. as if directly iuflicted by Him. Again, we find in 
the Word, that Death is appointed by a. Statute Law 
from Heaven: as in Heb, ix. 27. The Grave is - 
Pointed for all Men living, Fob xxx. 19. 23. And the 
Tſſues from Death, and alſo (in a qualified Senſe) the 
Way leading thereto, all belong unto our Gop, Pſal.
